REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Fremont : 


The most difficult and delicate duty imposed upon the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, is to attempt the preparation of a fair, full, com- 
prehensive and yet concise statement of the schools under their 
charge, and to make such recommendations and suggestions as their 
experience and observation have shown to be applicable and desira- 
ble. 

The present condition of our schools is not altogether such as it 
should be or such as the patrons have a reasonable right to expect. 
And yet the patrons themselves are not wholly free from fault. 
There is not one of them who would trust their property to the care 
of a stranger, no matter how well recommended without at least an 
occasional oversight. Yet their children, who are infinitely dearer 
to them than all their property, are sent day after day to school, — 
without apparently an anxious thought being sent after them. Many 
parents excuse themselves from visiting the schools, on the plea that 
they have not time, but this excuse is self delusive. They have 
plenty of time for things of less importance. Others feel themselves 
incompetent to pass judgement upon schools and scholars, and hence 
they stay away. Lut this latter class often underrate their useful- 
ness and capacity. ‘They may not be competent to teach a school, 
(for very few people are) and yet they may be fully competent to 
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judge whether a school is well taught or illy taught. They may be 
good judges of human nature, and able to discern whether a teacher 
is industrious or lazy, whether they have a ‘‘faculty” for teaching or 
whether they have mistaken their calling. In fact judgment and 
common sense are often of more consequence than mere scholarship 
in deciding upon fitness of means to an end. Then too the sugges- 
tions of parents are often of great value. And their frequent pres- 
ence in the school-room is an incentive to teachers and pupils that 
nothing else can supply. 

Another reason why our schools are not better is irregularity of 
attendance. Going up stairs is a slow process if you slip down two 
steps every time you go up three. And getting an education is a 
slow and discouraging process, where a child is constantly forget- 
ting knowledge formerly acquired, and at the same time love for 
school and the capacity for learning are gradually diminishing by 
reason of infrequent attendance. And the disappointed parent is 
ready to charge the failure upon the teachers or the schools, or in 
fact, upon anyone or anything but themselves. Children should be 
sent continuously:and punctually to school. They need the disci- 
pline of the school room as much as they do the learning there ac- 
quired, tor the full developement of their faculties and character. 

A third reason, why our schools do not come np to the mark of 
public expectation, is because the teachers are not all of them fully 
up to the performance of their duties. A lazy teacher, one whose 
heart is not in the work, who has not love for children, and no con- 
scientious promptings to the performance of duty, who only teaches 
for the pay, is worse than an incompetent teacher whose heart is in 
the work, To teach successfully, requires more than learning, 
more than the performance of routine duties—the heart must work 
with the head. And yet to commence and retain the services of com- 
petent teachers we must pay the market value of such services. 
Good teachers are scarce and can always command a school where 
their labors are appreciated, and it is the drift wood that floats into 
cheap school districts. 

Some of our teachers are excellent, They perform their duties well 
and acceptably, and your school superintendent js grieved, that she 
cannot apply this commendation to them all. ae 

There are four schools in the town, the entire number of children 
enrolled is 124. The daily average attendance of the schools is 20.

Miss Dud- 
ley’s school began very fairly, but its closing examination showed a 
want of energy, and order always necessary in the school room to 
keep up the interest of the scholars in the school work. I would 

suggest to the district, that the strong arm of a good male teacher, is 
much needed in this school.

Miss Fellows did well for the school, 
fully sustained her former reputation as a teacher. 


BUILDINGS.

are designed, and no expensive changes are at this time asked for. — 


Yet some of the outbuildings are unworthy of the town and de- 


moralizing to the schools, and the Superintendent earnestly begs ~ 
the Prudential Committee to put them in proper order, and proper — 


places, (put on locks, have the keys kept by the teachers). ‘There 


_ are other small repairs which the same gentlemen will undoubtedly ¥ 


attend to.
